REBELLIOUS ORES. 


Mr. F. Schrimer has been contributing a 
series of articles on mining to the Denver 
Nars. A late one treats of the “ Rebellious 
ores of Colorado,” and has so many sugges- 
tions that seem applicable here that we copy 
it in foll; 

It seems that the miners of this Territory 

are still impressed with the idea that the 
precious metals, gold and silver, which are sp 
abundantly found in our country, cannot be 
extracted by the old and established process- 
es, now in use in the European connt-ies, 
and elsewhere, They talk about ë refracto- 
ry” ores, “rebellious? minerals, etc., with 
which we have to contend, as if this were 
the only locality ni which they oreur. But 
what do there so called rebellious ores consist 
of? They are combinations of certain met- 
als, with the metalloids, sulphur, arsenic and 
antimony, in different proportions ; the same 
as we find them everywhere, where minin 
is carried on. Not a single new ore, that is 
in workable quantities, has been discovered 
There. Why, then, should we not profit by 
[the experience that has been gathered clze- 
| where, where the same kind of ores are 
‘worked profitably, with a much smaller per- 
centage of metal than ours ? 


The chief object with our miners should | 
tbe a thorough and practical concentration of} 


their ores in every instance, whether they 
ihave to prepare them fur the furnace, for 
amalgamation or fur any other process. By 
these means the poor ores in the old conn- 
tries, are profitably beneficiated, and as this 
is done mainly by machinery, the advanta- 
' ges accruing fron it, would be still more in 
‘favor of ‘such localities where manual labor is 
searce like aura. 

If these ores contain gold, after dress- 
ting and concentration, are m such a con- 
idition that they amalgamate readily and 
} freely, all the better; if not, as for instance, 
ithe sulpliureted ores, then we have to look 
to other means for manipulation.

We see so many new and patented, so called 
|« processes,” generally gotten up by men 
i who are not experienced in the working o 

ores, but claim to perform wonders with their 
‘machines, Not asingle one of them has as 
yet been constructed that was not condenmed 
after a yery short trial.

-maney, time, and confidence in our mines; 
i but there are a great many persons, individu- 
‘fur new inventions, for a millenium of metal- 
lurzical discoveries. 
The latest mventions in vogue, are those 
of desulphurizing furnaces. The importance 
jor desulphurizing certain classes of ores be- 
fore smelting, cannot be questioned. Others, 
particularly those containing gold, which 
are, after desulphurization, subjected to amal- 
| gamation, have in no instance produced sat-

THE LA PAZ ROAD. 


Our attention has been directed to the gen- 
eral condition and location of this road, and 
the representations made are such as should 
commend themselves to our whole communi- 
ty, not alone the business men, but more 
especially the farming classes. The present 
road runs in an angling, crooked, roundabout 
course, over deep sands, and entailing at the 
very lowest calculation, forty miles of unne- 
cessary travel. Starting from San Gorgonia 
pass, there is a line of natural road, leading 
directly to La Paz, passing along a bench of 
hard land. “This line of road requires but a 
small outlay of money to make it in every 
way a first class road, equal to any toll-road. 
With the exception of only six miles it is 
perfectly free from sand, and these six miles, 
the only bad piece of road, present no obsta- 
cle to teams, fer they are much better than 
any portion of the present road. But, pas- 
sing across a wide plain there are two deep 
canons, or arroyos, which will require to be 
worked. This will entail a cost, estimated 
at, but not over, $3,000. It will require a 
good deal of grading to make this portion 
passable for teams—it is now passable for 
horsemen—but the above named cum will 
fully cover all expenses. Now, the question 
is, do the people of San Bernardino county 
feel any interest in this road,—do they feel 
so much interest in it, as to advance the mo- 
ney to make this improvement? Clearly, to 
our mind, it is their interest to do so. Ari- 
zona is the great market for the produce of 
this county. To it alone have our producers 
to look for an outlet for what they raise— 
their grain, flour, fruits, vegetables; every- 
thing, in fact, they raise finds a ready sale in 
the Territory. Itis the first requisite, to 
have a good road for transporting their pro- 
duce to market. Let them recollect, that 
they must compete with navigation; and 
then say whether a saving of forty-five miles 
in a distance somewhat less than two hun- 
dred, is an object, and worth expending a 
few dollars to obtain, beside the saving in 
wear and tear of wagons, loss of animals, &c. 
We will say to our friends, you need not fold 
your hands and say Arizona must take our 
produce, in our own time, and at our own 
terms. Nosuch thing. Arizona is rapidly 
progressing in agriculture, and if you don’t 
look sharp, will soon be able to undersell 
you in your own town and home market. 

To us, it seems as if this improvement 
should be carried out at once; and if the 
ople who are interested are too indolent 
and apathetic to take any steps in the matter, 
then let them suffer for it by the loss of their 
chief channel of trade. There are too many 
parties seeking the trade of Arizona, for it to 
go a begging. 

The above from the San Bernardino Guar- 
dian No. 7 for March 30—an excellent num- 
ber—is pointed and suggestive. Not only is 
it desirable, and greatty important, to the 
people of San Bernardino and La Paz, that 
improvement should be made on the road be- 
tween those places, but also that the road to 
Prescott should be supplied with proper wells. 
Had the road suggested by the Guardian 
been opened, Gen. Banning would not have 
found it impracticable to run a stage line to 
La Paz, and were the wells provided between 
La Paz and this place, travel would greatly 
increase. Although to make the road entire- 
ly easy and inviting, some way around Date 
Creek hill and Bell’s canon should be found. 


CALIFORNIA Proneers.—Some time since 
we recieved by letter from Louis R. Lull, Esq., 
Secretary of the California Pioneer Society, 
a copy of the Constitution and By-Laws, to 
which was appended a catalogue of the mem- 
bers? names, etc. Having inadvertently 
omitted acknowledging the receipt thereof, 
we do so now, and our copy having been mis- 
laid, we subjoin the following notice of the 
publication from the Santa Cruz Sentinel, 
which paper says: ‘Aside from the useful 
record ıt contains, the history and growth cf 
the Society, with all the officers’ names from 
its organization, the list of members’ names, 
with the date of their arrival in the country, 
is an interresting feature. By actual count, 
we learn that the total number of members, 
then on the list was 992, of which 663 are 
regular contributing members, 315 life mem- 
bers, 12 honorary members, and 2 life mem- 
bers (James Lick and John A. Sutter), by 
vote of the Society. 
to become a member who arrived in Califor- 
mia after 12 o’clock of the year ending 1849, 
except the sons of members. The two old- 
est members (not native born), are John A. 
Robinson, arrived April 1821, and Abel 
Stearns, arrived July 1821. Most of the 
members arrived in 1849, and back to 1846 
when the military first arrived on this coast. 
The company of which we were a member, 
arrived at Monterey on the 23d of January, 
1847—now within a few, days of twenty 
years ago. Among the honored names of 
that company, on the Pioneer “books we 
note Halleck, Sherman, Burton and others, 
who operated in conjunction with Sloat, 
Stockton, Fremont, and Woodworth, in ac- 
quiring California. During the conquest, 
Lieutenant Ord was also a leading man, and 
foreshadowed the genius and talent which 
has since placed him at the bead of his pro- 
fession. We feel a just pride in referring to 
the men and the times of that early day, and 
look back with pleasure in reviewing the 
long list of honorable names, numbered 
among the Pioneers of California.”

ALBERT S. Evans, Esq., local editor of the 
Alta California, arrived here via La Paz and 
Wickenburg on the 2lst., and left for San 
Francisco, via Mohave, on the 25th ult. Mr. 
Evans, like Mr. Truman, of whom we made 
mention in our last, is a thorough going news- 
paper man. For nearly 20 years he has been 
connected with the press, and he is known 
as one of the most industrious, and capable 
members of the profession. He was for a 
long time associated with the Chicago Daily 
Journal, and reached San Francisco tia 
Texas and Southern Arizona, in 1861. His 
first editorial engagement upon this coast ~ 
was with the Morning Call, and for three 
years anda half he bas had charge of the 
city department of the Alta, in which posi- 
tion he has earned the reputation of an alert, 
fluent and entertaining writer. No man is 
more familiar with San Francisco, and few so 
observant of its “in’s and outs,” and so com- 
petent to furnish truthful “abstracts and 
chronicles ” of the times there.

At Prescott, Arizona, on Tuesday April 30, 1867. 
at 7 1-4 P, M, MARGARET GRIFFITHS Hunt, 
daughter of Isaac L. Hunt Esq., of Rahway, New 
Jersey, md wife of Hon. Richard C McCormick, 
Governor of Arizona, Aged 24. - 


The sadden and unexpected death of this most 
estimable and greatly beloved woman, has cast a 
gloom over this community which language can- 
not describe. Since she came here in November 
1865, as the companion of the Governor, she has 
been the pride of the Territory, and the demise of 
no other person could have created such a wide 
spread sensation, or more universal and profound 
grief. As it is made known in the various settle- 
ments, in the mining and ranching camps, at the 
military posts, and at the road side stations, busi- 
ness will be suspended, and stout hearted men, 
who seldom mourn, will be excited to tears, for 
no one had a stronger hold upon the popular af- 
fection. 

Mrs. McCormick came here fresh from the com- 
forts and luxuries of the best society in the East; 
educated and accomplished, but singularly un- 
pretending, and to this attractive trait, combined 
with a rare nobility of soul and mind, a most am 
jable and benevolent disposition, a love of adven- 
ture which well adapted her to pioneer life, and a 
glowing interest in the country, may be attributed 
her remarkable bold upon the public esteem and 
admiration. 

In the priccless elements of character which 
constitute the genuine woman, the -“true and 
honorable wife,” the useful and commanding 
member of society, and the practical and consis- 
tent christian she greatly excelled. In the purest 
and best sense she was to her honored husband 

“ A guardian angel o’er his life presiding, 

Doubling his pleasures, and his cares dividing.” 

Her married life, was exceedingly joyous and 
plomising; no woman in the Territory was more 
open and generous hand, a charming freedom snd 
grace, which made the guest, whether in buck- 
skin or in broad-cloth, (for she was no respecter 
of persons) at once at home and delighted. Her 
dinners to the last Legislature will long be re- 
membered as the most agreeable entertainments 
of the kind that could possiby be provided in this 
remote country, 

An intrepid traveler she had, with her husband, 
from whom she was never separated, visited all 
parts of this broad and wild Territory, and cvery- 
where by her simple and unostentatious tastes, 
her genial manners, and her ready and cheerful 
conformity to circumstances, however unpleasant, 
been most heartily welcomed and kindly cared

with seiious dilticulties and dangers, but she met 


Her receut trip with the Governor, to San Fran- 
cisco ¿iœ Mohave, and home via Yuma, Tucson 
and Foit McDowell. which occupied some four 
months, and included nearly 1,500 miles of land 
travel, much of it over the dreariest deserts and 
ronghest roads on the Pacific slope, and thiough 
the worst Indian districts, was accomplished in a 
really heroic manner. 3 

Her return to Prescott was upon the 4th of 
April, when she appeared unusually well and hear- 
ty, and was in exuberant spirits, and she contin- 


tacked with violent illness, aud on the 30th of 
April, after much suffering, she gave birth to a 
mature but lifeless child. An bour later, as the 
sun se(tled behind the stately mountains encir- 
cling ber loved and romantic home, and when 
those in attendance were congratulating her upon 
the preservation of he Lic, she suddenly fell back 
and with scarcely a sthaggie, quickly and quietly 
passed to the better home of God’s elect. During 
her painful and postrating sickness she displayed 
evidences of the loftiest christian patience and en- 
durance, and it was remaiked by her futaful phy- 
sicians that in all their practice they had not 
known so brave a woman Her death is attribu- 
ted to no result of her journey, but to the unusual 
size of her child and the consequent exertion of 
delivery, Fn her thess she was constantly gur- 
rounded by tender and sympathizing friends. 
She spoke frequently of death, but never in gloom 
or dejection, and she was conscious to nearly the 
latest moment. 

When the sad, startling news of her decease 
was made known, the town was hushed with sor- 


stant, (the day preceding the 24th anniversary of 
her birth-day) was attended by the entire popula- 
tion, the officers from Fort Whipple, and many 
persons from the adjacent country. Prescott was 
never beforé go still and melancholy, eyery store, 
saloon and shop was closed, and no one talked or 
thought of business. The Rev. Charles M. Blake, 
Chaplain at Fort Whipple, and the only clergy- 
man hete, delivered a touching discourse, tuil 
of beautiful allusions to the dead, at the Gover- 
nor’s house, and ceremonies were also had at the 
grave in the pine forest near by. When the re- 
mains (with those of the child), were deposited 
in the carth, many wild flowers were scattered 
upon them, and the weeping audience uttered a 
fervent amen to the earnest prayer of the Chap- 
lain for the comfort and support of the stricken 
and disconsolate partner, and that the spotless and 
lovely example of the dear departed might be 
rightly improved by the whole community.

was when the gentlemen thought their booty 
was sure and within reach, in the hotel at 
San Jose, they were fired upon as they ap- 
proached the room which contained the cov- 
eted green backs. They precipitately fled 
and were followed about two miles, but none 


of them were captured.

they made to rob Col Watts.

Thomson and Jacob Amberg re- 
turned to tlie city on the 12th March, from a 
long visit on business to the Pinos Altos Mi- 
ning region. The report which they bring 
with regard to the mirteral wealth of that 
country, confirms the many other favorable 
ones that have been received here. 

We learn from Maj. L. G. Murphy, who ar- 
rived here from Fort Stanton on Tuesday 
morning, that the work of plowing at the 
Bosque Reservation 1s progressing well, and 
that it is expected all the land that was 
planted last year will be broken up by the 
10th of this month. 

We also learn from the same source that 
the Mescalero Apaches have been commit- 
ting some thefts of cattle in the neighbor- 
hood of Fort Stanton. 

Captain William V. B. Wardwell has 
turned over at Fort Graig the offices and ap- 
purtances of United States Assessor to his 
successor, William Breeden, Esq, who has 
opened his office in this city. 

Hon. John S. Watts arrived ont from 
Washington by the coach of the 8th instant.

Gov. Mitchell has appointed May. Nicolas 
Quintana his private Secretary and Transla- 
tor.

The roads are re- 
ported to be exceedingly heavy. 

Col. James L. Donaldson, who was for sev- 
eral years and up to March, 1-62, on duty as 
Quartermaster in New Mexico, has been con- 
firmed as Brevet Major General.

Under proper ‘development this vast 
mineral region is capable of supporting twen- 
ty millions of people, whose leading industry 
for the next century and a half will be mi- 
ning for the precious metals. They will be 
the most.profitable producers and extrava- 
gant comeumers in the world. They will 
produce exactly what we are likely to need 
most-——money—-and consume most largel 
that of which we are most likely to have the 
largest. surplus—bread and meat. They will 
furnish a regular market, and a much better, 
for the surplus of the farm, orchard, vine- 
yard, dairy; for pork, beef, bacon, flour, 
meal—of the Mississippi Valley and the val- 
leys of California and Oregon, than all of 
Europe has ever yet offered for American 
produce other than cotton. We only repeat. 
the earnest conviction of every close obser- 
ver and well informed miner in California, 
when we say that, notwithstanding the eight 
or ten hundred millions of gold which this 
State has yielded in seventeen years, our gold 
mining business‘is still in its infancy.

A history of Denver City has been pub- 
lished at the Rocky Mountain News estab- 
lishment, giving the following among other 
information : 


Gold was first discovered in the Territory, 
in the Cache le Poudre, in August, 1849, af- 
ter which many small discoveries were made, 
but nothing of sufficient importance to’create 
an excitement until April, 1858, when a party 
of traders, headed by John Cantrell, of 
Westport, Mo., returning from Salt Lake, 
reported that they had discovered rich de- 
posits of gold on the eastern slope of thè 
Rocky Mountains, on’ what is khown as 
‘Ralston creek.” This report was heralded 
by the public prints throughout the land, 
and soon culminated: in a wild excifement..~ 

Cantrell’s party took with them a sack’ of 
dirt from what was afterwards known as the 
“Spanish Diggings,” situated on the souti 


| bank of the South Platte, and about three 


miles above the present site of Denver. Mi- 
ning was then being done at these diggings 
by a party of Mexicans, under John Smit 
anold mountain trapper. Cantrell carried 
this dirt to Westport, whére it was “panned.” - 
The yield of gold was’ very small, being 
merely sufficient to establish the fact that 
the country from whence it came Was cer- 
tainly gold-bearinz.

Hilgert, of New Mexico, writes to the Agri- 
cultural Department at Washington as fol- 
lows : . 

Southern California, the whole of the up- 
per valley of the Gila, and the upper portion 
of the Del Norte as far down as the Presidio 
Del Norte, are entirely adapted tu the culti- 
vation of the grape. In no part of the world 
does this luscious fruit Nourish with greater 
luantianee than in these regions when prop- 
erly cultivated. Those versed in the cultiva- 
tion of the vine represent that all the condi 
tions of soil, humidity and temperature are 
united in these regions to pnoduce the grape 
in the greatest perfection. The soil, com- 
posed of the disintegfated matter of the old- 
er rocks and volcanic ashes, is light, porous 
and rich. The frosts in winter are just suf- 
ficiently severe to destroy the insects with- 
out injuring the plant, and the rain seldom 
falls in the season when the plant is flower- 
ing, or when the fruit is coming to maturity 
and hable to rot from exposure to humidity. 
As a consequence of this condition of things, 
the fruit, when ripe, has a thin skin, scarcely 
any pulp, and is devoid. of the musky taste 
usual with American grapes. 

The manufacture of wine from the grape is 
stillin a crude state; although wine has 
becn made for upward of a century in El 
Paso and is a very considerable article of 
commerce, no one of sufficient intelligence 
and capital to do justice to the magnificent 
frait of the country has yet undertaken its 
manufacture.
